This  game  is  most  demanding  on  the  ball  skills  of 
the  players,  requiring  utmost  ability  in  controlling  the  boll 
with  all  parts  of  the  body  excepting  hands  and  arms. 

With  a  net  Head  high,  on  a  Court  approximately  the 
S.C-SL  Jgl - ey_ Court ,  four  (4)  plauers  make  up  each  team. 
The  Team  wins  the  right  to  serve  and  this  service  is  with  the 
Head  and  the  opposing  player  must  allow  the  ball  to  bounce  before 
returning  -  it  must  be  returned  within  'four  touches.
